While a conclusive estimate of the 
1934 wheat crop wil not be possible 
for some time yet, there is sufficient 
information in the. hands of the de- 
partment to establish fairly definite- 
ly that the average wheat yield over 
the seeded area of the province will 
be considerably below the average 
for the past ten years, namely, 17 
bushels per acre,
